So long has the governm ent 
toqiii eared in its existence, the answ er 
says, that it is now too late, as a m at­ 
ter of equity, to insist th.it its organi­ 
zation was illegal. 
N othing was withheld from Pres! 
dent Roosevelt by Messrs. Gary and 
Frick on Nov. 4. 1007. the answ er says, 
when they sought his consent to the 
corporation’s proposed purchase of the 
T ennessee Coal, 
Iron 
and 
Railroad 
com pany; nor were the so-called Gary 
dinners productive of agreem ents to 
regulate prices. 
Four of the answ ers made public are 
those of Andrew Carnegie. John 1)

Messrs. Rockefeller deny that they 
had an active part in th** form ation or
